BRIGHTER OUTLOOK FOR MESSINA 
ESSENCES. 

Among the articles that felt the 
full force of the business depression 
of 1893, none were more severely af- 
fected than the Sicilian essences of 
bergamot, lemon and orange, but if 
present indications hold good the 
tide is about to turn, and the trade 
may reasonably anticipate an early 
return to normal conditions, 

The market for oil of lemon has 
been particularly demoralized. Be- 
ginning in 1892, this essence devel- 
oped a weakness which clung to it 
tenaciously for more than a year, 


4 during which period prices gradually 


declined, and it was not until toward 


° the close of 1893 that the downward 


tendency of values in the primary 
market was arrested. Meanwhile the 
position of lemon oil here was equally 
depressed and unsatisfactory, and 
the present very low range of quota- 
tions for the essence is the result of 
successive falls in the price. While 
bergamot and orange have main- 
tained a relatively better position 
than lemon, they have experienced a 
steady decline and have for months 
past occupied a very unpromising 
position. 

These results are ascribable to the 
curtailment of general trade through- 
out the world during 1893, and es- 
pecially to the lack of demand for 
this class of merchandise from Eng- 
land and this country. In 1892 ex- 
ceptionally large quantities of these 
essences were imported into the 
United States, and at the beginning 
ofthe year 1893 the trade was con- 
fronted with a considerable accumu- 
lation of goods. Since the month of 
May last, however, there has been 
comparatively little coming forward, 
owing tothe advent of the finaneial 
disturbances and the consequent sub- 
sidence of the active demand. During 
the latter half of the year the con- 
sumptive requirements of the trade 
were supplied almost exclusively 
from the stocks brought here prior to 
the commencement of the summer 
season, and by this means the local 
holdings, especially in the hands of 
importers, finally became rather 
light, and the present year has 
opened with smaller stocks in this 
market than is ordinarily the case. 
In fact it is contended by some 
dealers that it has been many years 
since these essences were insuch lim- 
ited supply as at the beginning of 
this year. 

The past season was one of great 
productiveness, so far as the yield of 
lemons is concerned, but the financial 
difficulties prevailing in Italy have 
made it virtually impossible to pro- 
vide adequate capital with which to 
make advantageous disposition of 
the crop. Under these circum- 
stances, according to reports from 
Sicily, it seems to be extremely 
doubtful whether the harvest can be 
utilized in its entirety, the chances 
being that a large proportion of the 
fruit will be permitted to perish. The 
producers are without incentive to 
prosecute the work of gathering the 
lemons,as the prices realized by them 
during the past season have been 
quite discouraging. Moreover it is 
reported from the other side that the 
dealers generally have suffered se- 
vere losses a8 a result of speculation 
while the market wasin its deciining 
stage, and this has served to still 
further disturb and depress the busi- 
ness, 

The conditions pertaining to berga- 
mot and orange are practically the 
same as those affeeting the market 
for essence of lemon. Of orange the 
crop is stated to have been only a fair 
one and the yield of oil therefrom 
did not reach the average quantity. 
The result of these conditions is al- 
eady shown,in the firmness which is 


now characteristic of this article. 
Bergamot is now holding its own, and 
8o far as regards lemon, a feature of 
decided interest and importance is to 
be found in the fact that the long- 
continued downward tendency of 
prices appears at last to have been 
checked. 

In Sicily the market for oil of or- 
ange has already commenced to ad- 
vance and predictions are freely 
made that it is only a question of a 
few weeks when quotations there will 
be much higher. Our market has 
been influenced by the situation on 
the other side, and although prices 
here have not advanced, the tone of 
the market for this article has re- 
cently improved. 

The outlook for the spring con- 
sumption of the Messina essences is 
also brightening as, owing to de- 
pleted stocks, manufacturers are 
making preparations to provide for 
their early wants. While the ten- 
dency of the consuming trade is to 
avoid entering into contracts, as 
formerly, for the distant delivery of 
goods, it is believed that the volume 
of business forthcoming on orders for 
monthly supplies will reach the usual 
aggregate. 

As before intimated the imports 0} 
the Messina essences last year, are 
believed to have fallen off materially, 
but as yet the official figures are not 
accessible. It may be of interest, 
however, to produce the statistics for 
preceding fiscal years and we give 
the record, in pounds, for 1884 to 
1892, inclusive, as follows:

JANUARY PETROLEUM STATISTICS, 


The statistics of production and 
consumption of petroleum during 
the month of January, as shown by 
the reports of the several pipe lines, 
while in the general result do not 
vary materially from the estimates 
that had been made, nevertheless 
contain some features that were not 
looked for, the most prominent of 
which is the increase shown in the 
production, The deliveries also prove 
to have been somewhat smaller than 
the trade were led to expect from the 
daily reports cf deliveries by the sev- 
eral pipe lines, and consequently the 
reduction in stocks during the month 
was somewhatt smaller than during 
the month preceding. The exhibit, 
however, is nevertheless a very 
bullish one, and shows the statistical 
situation to be rapidly growiug in 
strength, and fully warranting the 
higher prices for certificates that 
have latterly prevailed in the spec- 
ulative markets. While the decrease 
in stocks has been smailer than dur- 
ing December it was more than 100,- 
000 barrels in excess of the average 
decrease of the twelve months of 
1893,and gives evidence that the drain 
on the supplies above ground will 
continue unless important product- 
ive territory is developed in sections 
not yet fully exploited. As with each 
succeeding month the undeveloped 
territory in the Pennsylvania and 
contiguous flelds becomes narrower 
the prospect of finding additional 
producing flelds or pools of import- 
ance becomes less encouraging. In- 
deed it is now generally believed that 
little more can be expected from 
these sections of the petroleum pro- 
ducing area than sufficient new pro- 
duction to make good the natural de- 
crease of the older wells, and there- 


fore the final waning of the Pennsyl- 
vania flelds is regarded as merely a 
question of time—a few years. This, 
however, need not be regarded as 
presaging an actual scarcity of the 
product, It means mere y that the 
time is not far distant when fields far- 
ther remote will receive the attention 
of the drillers. 

The production during the month 
of January reached a total of 2,546,- 
630 barrels, which is a decrease of 66,- 
608 barrels, Allowing for the differ- 
ence of one day in the length of the 
two months this shows a decrease of 
nearly 150,000 barrels. The runs dur- 
ing January, however, fell below the 
average runs during the twelve 
months of last year, but were consid- 
erably in excess of those during Jan- 
uary, 1893, The deliveries during 
last month amounted to 3,132,954 bar- 
rels, whick is a decrease of 8 209 bar- 
rels compared with the December de- 
liveries, but allowing for the differ- 
ence in the length of the two months 
there would be shown a decrease of 
about 110.000 barrels. The deliveries 
during January, however, exceeded 
the average of the twelve months of 
last year by over 110,000 barrels and 
were exceeded by those of only four 
months during 1898, The net stocks 
at the close of the month amounted 
to 11,663,675 barrels, showing a re- 
dustion during the month of 647,608 
barrels. This shows the stocks to be 
now lower than they have been since 
July, 1891. The average monthly re- 
duction in stocks during 1893 was 
440,000 barrela. The reduction dur- 
ing the past month has therefore been 
a little in excess. 

The production of the Ohio fields 
during January reached a total of 
1,265,267 barrels, which is an increase 
of 40,315 barrels over the December 
output. It also shows an increase of 
about 60,000 barrels over the average 
monthly production last year. The 
shipments during January amounted 
to 1,199,751 barrels, which is a de- 
crease of 30,465 barrels, and falls be- 
low the monthly average of last year 
by 22719 barrels. The net stocks at 
the close of the month amounted to 
18,565,823 barrels,showing an increase 
during the month of 68,483 barrels. 
There were 210,326 barrels more held 
by the pipe line at the close of Jan- 
uary than at the close of the same 
month last year. 


THE WHALING INDUSTRY IN 1898. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found an annual review of the whal- 
ing industry for 1893, together with 
statistical tables giving the imports, 
exports and stocks of oil on hand 
for a series of ten years past. 

While the year’s work in sperm oil 
was to a degree satisfactory, taken as 
a whole, the latter half, by reason of 
the depression existing in nearly all 
trade circles, did not command as 
favorable a showing as did the first 
six months. The fact that the year 
opened with supplies of oils in first 
hands smaller than for some years 
past. caused the impression that be- 
fore the supplies could be added to, 
in any quantities, holders would have 
disposed of their holdings at decided- 
ly remunerative prices. That this 
foreshadowing of the market did not 
fail of materialization is evidenced 
by the high values at the year’s open- 
ing consequent on an invigorated de- 
mand from refiners, holders readily 
obtaining seventy-seven cents per 
gallon, during the first week of Jan- 
uary, and eighty-three cents during 
the last week. Nor did prices remain 
stationary at these high rulings, Feb- 
ruary witnessing ninety cents, and 
March ninety two and one-half cents, 
the stock at this perlod having been 
reduced tosome 800 barrels. During 
April and May a reaction occurred, 
in the latter month sales having been

Recent Appraisers’ Decisions. 


HYDRAULIC CEMENT (KEENE'S), 


In the matter of the protest of 
Fleming Cement Brick Company, 
against the decision of the collector 
of customs at New York as to therate 
and amount of duties chargeable on 
certain cement, imported March 14, 
1893, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise is ‘‘Keene’s ce- 
ment;”’ it was assessed for duty at 20 
per cent. under paragraph 95, N. T., 
and is claimed to be dutiable at 8 
cents per 100 pounds as hydraulic ce 
ment, under the same paragraph. 

In his return of th(s article aa non- 
hydraulic, the appraiser seems to have 
been influenced by the fact that it is 
ueed for walls and flooring, where a 
hard finish and durability are de 
sired, rather than under water. But 
the chief use of hydraulic cement is 
for superior masonry, and it derives 
its name from the fact that it will set 
under water and not because of its 
use under water. 

We find that the cementin question 
is a hydraulic cement similar to Ro- 
man and Portland cements. The 
protest is sustained accordingly. 





ANIMAL CARBON FERYVILIZERS — REFUSE 
BONE BLACK, 


In the matter of the protests of E. 
Dillingham, against the decision of 
the collector of customs at Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y , astothe rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain bone 
black, imported July 14 and 10. 1893. 
the following is the opinion by Gene- 
ral Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise is refuse or spent 
bone black, bought by the Rochester 
Fertilizing Company from the St. 
Lawrence Sugar Refining Company, 
of Montreal. It was asseseed with 
duty at 20 per cent. under section 4, 
N.T., and is claimed to be exempt 
from duty under paragraph 611. 

Bone black used for decolorizing 
and filtering syrups has to be cal- 
cined from time to time to destroy 
the impurities which it has absorbed 
or gathered fromthesyrups. After 
repeated calcinings the bone black 
becomes spent and is no longer ef- 
fective in factory use. It is then 
commonly used for fertilizing pur- 
poses. Sometimes it is thrown away 
as valueless. Paragraph 611 pro- 
vides for animal carbon fit only for 
fertilizing purposes. We find that 
the merchandise is— 

1 Animal carbon, 

2 Fit only for fertilizing purposes,

Paint and Oil Club of New England, 


Boston, Feb. 12, 1894, 


It was the 10th anniversary, the 
“tin wedding,’’ and the 79th monthly 
meeting and dinner of the Paint and 
Oil Club of New England which took 
place last Saturday afternoon, sev- 
enty-five members turning out to 
honor the occasion. It was still fur 
ther honored by the presence as 

uests, of Governor Frederic T, 

reenhalge, Rev. Leighson Parks, 
Mr. J. Seaver Page, Mr. Warren Fur- 
ber Gould, and A, H. Slocumb. 

The dinner over, President McClel- 
lan rapped for order, and business 
was taken up. 

F. A. Gunuigon was elected a mem- 
ber of the Pricing Committees, 

Mr. Charles Richardson then intro- 
duced the matter of fraudulent tur- 
pentine barrels in the South, where 
by Northern buyers are defrauded, 
and gave the result of a recent test 
made by him in which five barrels 
of turpentine fell short nine gallons 
by actual measurement—less than the 
gauge called for. He did not think 
the members of the club could afford 
to indorse that kind of business. 
This was, he said, an argument 
for selling turpentine by weight in- 
stead of by measure. There are part- 
ies, said Mr. Richardson, who stand 
ready to supply this market with hon- 
est turpentine barrels. He then 
offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted : 

Resolved, That the recent action 
taken by the Board of Trade in Sa. 
vannah, in ee committee to 
investigate the charges that the tur- 
pentine barrels are deceptive in their 
make, thereby misleading the gauger 
and wronging the purchaser, meets 
our hearty approval, and we trust 
they will continue this matter until 
every deceptive barrel is rejected by 
all factors in turpentine. 

Resolved, That the secretary be in- 


structed to write to the Savannah’ 
Board of Trade, assuring them that: 
they will have our hearty co-opera-: 
tion in aiding them in this good work, ' 
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Resolved, That the Executive Com- 
mittee be instructed to confer with 
the receivers of turpentine in Boston, 
and request that they refuse to re- 
ceive turpentine from any source in 
other packages than machine made 
or other aural made barrels. By 
Fo doing they will co-operate with the 
Board of Trade in Savannah and aid 
them, as well as ourselves, in ridding 
New England of the deceptive made 
barrels. 

An amendment to the by laws was 
adopted, whereby the hour of meet- 
ings of the club is changed from 3 to 
2 o’clock Pp. M. 

This concluded the business, and 
President McClellan said that while he 
made no claims to wit and wisdom 
for himself, he hoped that what he 
lacked in wit he has made up in wis- 
dom in selecting the guests. He then 
gave a brief and interesting historical 
sketch of the club, whieh bristled 
with bright and witty comments and 
personal hits, The first action look- 
ing toward the organization of the 
club was the signing of an agreement 
on February 14, 1884, by 36 firms do- 
ing business in Boston and vicinity. 
On February 23, 1884, the first meet- 
and dinner was held at Young,s 
Hotel, when the 10th anniversary was 
being celebrated. The first officers 
of the club were :—President, Oharles 
Richardson; vice-president, Jobn D 
Morton; secretary, J. V. Hay; treas- 
urer, F. K,. Dexter; directora, Messrs. 
Bird, Gould and Tyler. The club has 
grown toa membership of 107 firms 
and 128 active members at the present 
time. There are six honorary mem- 
bers. From the example of the or- 
ganization ofthis club have sprung 
up clubs all over the country, as far 
west as San Francisco, and as far 
south as New Orleans. It seems per 
tinent at this time, eaid President Mc- 
Clellan, to ask the question—‘“‘has 
this club accomplished any good?” 
Have its agreements been kept? 
Allthe agreements have been hon. 
estly lived up to; and much good has 
been done by increasing the respect 
and confidence of members of the 
trade, in their associates and compet- 
itors in business, far more than they 
had before the formation of this club, 
The club, he said, had been favored 
with the presence of ai] the governors 
who had held office since the club was 
organized, and of all the living Mass- 
achugetts ex-goveriors. He then, in 
appropriate remarks, introduced Gov- 
ernor Greenhalge, who received an 
enthusiastic greeting. 

He thavked the members of 
the club for their kindness and 
courtesy, and was very giad 
to meet the members of an asso- 
ciation so respectable and as intelli- 
gent and as well equipped for the 
battle of life as this. The governor 
spoke of his first dinner with the Paint 
and Oil Club in 1888. He commended 
the club) for the generous donation 
for the relief of the unemployed. 

The next speaker was Rev. W. Leigh 
ton Parks. This, he said, was his 
birthday, as well as that of the Paint 
and Oil Olub, and he thanked the 
members for this splendid birthday 
present. To belong to an association 
of this sort must be an immense ad- 
vantage, a great good to its members, 
The speaker then delivered an elo- 

uent discourse upon the relations of 
the rich anc poor with one another, 
touching upon the _ responsibility 
which every man ought to feel in the 
welfare and prosperity of his county. 

Mr. George L, Gould then read an 
original poem another of the many 
worthy efforts of the club’s poet- 
laureate, in which he gave in musical 
rhyme the history of the club in the 
past, picturing the fuuture when it 
would celebrate its 20th anniversary. 

The next and last speaker was Mr. 
J.Seaver Page. He said: “You can 
easily imagine what a task is before 
me to attempt to make a speech after 
the eloquence which has preceded me. 
Whatever prominence or position I 
have attained,I owetothe paint trade 
which I represent. Paint clubs have 
accomplished a grand good work 
Before their day we supposed that we 
had a lot of savages to compete with, 
but, behold, when we meet together 
we find that we are all ihe same 
flesh and blood. Mr. Page then told 
how trade was once conducted in 
New York, when nearly all colors 
came from abroad. Still, the com- 
petition then was about the same as 
competition to-day, and men who 
were rivals were always doing mean 
things. But it would then have been 
impoasible to have had an organiza- 
tion like this, It was, Mr. Page said. 
1865 when he entered the paint trade, 
He well remembered his first bill of 
goeds sold. There were 10 gallons of 
oil at $1.25; 10 gallons of turpentine 
at $1.60, and 10 gallons of petroleum 


at 76c. per gallon, with $1.50 added in 
each case for the can: 80 you can 
readily appreciate what an astonish- 
ing and rapidchange has been made. 
White lead, in those days, sold for 
22c. per pound. He urged the im- 
portance of maintaining the price of 
white lead at a remunerative oie 
as tne small number of paying lines 
were constantly growing less, and the 
margins of profits smaller. There 
are few leaders on which we make 
money, and they are pretty scarce 
and seem very lonesome.”’ 

Mr Page said:—“In coming up 
from Providence, I looked over the 
announcement of this dinner; I said 
to myself, well, what in blazes am I 
doing here with the Governor of 
Massachusetts and the rector of the 
Emanuel Church.

Mr. Fogaty, the Vollman Sponge 
Oo.’s agent, is not buying just now, 
as his house claim to have a large 
stock on hand, The others are just 
buying such lots as they can purchase 
at theirown price. They all assert 
that the houses for whom they: are 
buying hold them down to very low 
prices. If it is their intent to try and 
and make their own price tu the fish- 
ermen they will, in the near future, 
find themselves sadly mistaken, as 
the fishermen would not tolerate an 
action of this kind, any more than 
they did those of the New York 
Sponge Oombine, of which most of 
the houses represented here were 
members, When these men were ap- 
proached by persons interested in the 
sponge fishing trade, and questioned 
as to the reasons why the prices paid 
are so poor, they claim that they now 
have a large stock on hand and no 
market. Yetin the face of all this 
they are putting up their sponge in 
small quantities (bales from 15 to 20 
pounds) so as not to give their cus- 
tomers who may want 50 or 100 pounds 
more than 16 or 30 pounds, They 
again say that Ouba and Nassau 
sponge is takinga great deal of the 
Florda sponge trade. We know the 
trade will not be duped into buying 
Cuba and Nassau for Florida, ‘hey 
may be made to believe that Florida 
sponge are scarce and not obtainable 
fora short time, but not large. Right 
here we want to state for the benefit 
of the trade, thatif they are put off 
with the plea that Florida sponge are 
scarce and not obtainable by the 
wholesale houses, it is simply a plea 
to rid themselves of their Cuba and 
Nassau sponge, on which they are 
making an enormous profit. here 
is to-day stored in our city several 
thousand dollars worth of Rock Island 
sponge, all owing to the fact that the 
buyers here want them at their own 
prices. It is believed, generally, that 
the most, if not all, will be taken u 
up in a few days by Mr. Arapian, It 
has already been asgerted by some of 
the buyers that Mr. Arapian will pay 
big prices for a while and then go un- 
der, as in the instance of the sponge 
trust. In reply, all we have to say is 
that he was paying fair prices and 
making money before he entered ‘the 
trust. Not until after he entered the 
trust did he fail. Again we will*say 
that it was not the big prices that he 
then paid that wrecked him, as we all 
know he paid larger prices when ‘on 
his own account. hat broke him 
was the effort op the part of the trust 
to bring the price of Florida sponge 
down to starvation prices and atsame 
time control the Fiorida sponge mar- 
ket. While they were doing this a 
man by the name of Vollman came 
to our city to see what could be done, 
The fishermen learning his business 
here, determined that he should’ stay 
and become a buyer, if he should so 
desire. To show their good faith to- 
ward him, many sold him their sponge 
for less than they were offered by ‘the 
the trust agent. It was by his stay- 
ing and the action on the part 
ofthe fishermen that the combine 
dissolved. ‘The most of the houses 
who were in the combine now Have 
agents here. Yet at the same time 
they are endeavoring to hold ‘down 
the prices to the detriment of the fish- 
ermen and vessel owners. What we 
need here is a few more Volimans “to

San Franoisoo, Feb. 10, 1894. 


The receipts of quicksilver so far 
have been in excess of those for 1893 
tothesamedate For January they 
were 2,066 flasks. For the year to 
date of the 6th of February they have 
been 3,188 flasks, about 600 flasks more 
than came to hand for the same time 
a@ year ago. This would seem to be 
an indication that the production was 
larger, maybe in all 32,000 flaske in- 
stead of a tritic over 30,000 as re- 
ported. There were no shipments by 
sea for the week. We do not yet 
know what the exports for January 
by rail were. They were, however, 
probably sufficient to make up with 
the sea shipments an amount equal 
to receipts. As for February there 
seems to be anaccumulation of stock 
to date. 

In the matter of borax there is 
nothing new to offer. There have 
been no shipments of moment by sea, 
only small lots to Pacitic ports,

The Whaling industry in 1893, 


We publish below the annual re- 
view of the whale fishery for the year 
1893, as compiled by the New Bedford 
Whalemens’ Shipping t. 

The result of the business the past 
year so far, at least, as relates to those 
vessels that were engaged in sperm 
whaling, principally, may be said to 
have been satisfactory. The vesseis 
cruising in the North Atlantic, especi 
ally on the Hatteras ground, did re. 
markably weli, while those that 
cruised in the South Atlantic, did not 
have very good success, As for the 
— few years this branch of the bus 
ness is confined to the North and 
South Atlantic oceans. 

As regards the fleet that visited the 
Arctic for whale oiland whalebone our 
own citizens who were interested in a 
portion of it, feel quite deeply the 
disastrous results of the season’s 
work, as aside from the two steamers 
that obtained very fair cuts, very lit- 
tle catch was secured, and conse- 
quently a serious loss was sustained. 
‘rhe same results attended most of 
the San Francisco fleet, the steamers 
only securing the catch which was 
large, and must have been most grati- 
fying to those interested. 


The past season in the Arctic ocean 
was a phenomenal one, both as to the 
grounds where the whales were taken, 
and the class of vessels that obtained 
the catch, almost the entire catch hav- 
ing been made by the steamers, as 
—— were able to penetrate the ice, 
and did so as far east as McKenzie 
river, Cape Bathurst and Banks Land, 
where the whales were found in large 
numbers, and which were believed to 
be of a different species from those 
taken the pas year, when a large 
number of calves were seen among the 
whales, whereas the past season 
were none to be seen. 


Only the steamers were able to go 
east of Point Barrow, owing to the ice 
and fog, and the sailing vessels made 
the entire season around Herald Isl- 
and where they were joined inSeptem- 
ber by six steamers returning from the 
eastward, and but five whales were 
taken by this fleet during the entire 
fall season. There was no ice, and 
very few whales were seen. 


The four steamers that wintered at 
Herschel Island, left there July 3, pro 
ceeding to the northeast of Cape Ba 
thurst, reaching there about the 21st 
of the same month, where they se 
cured 94 whales, and returned to with 
in 60 miles of Herschel Island, where 
they met nine steamers from the 
westward, and this fleet of 13 steam- 
ers took about 164 whales up to Sept, 
18, when seven steamers went into 
winter quarters at Herschel Island, 
the remaining six steamers proceed. 
ing to the westward to joip the 
fleet at Herald Island, The sailing 
oe numbered 20, of which 11 
took 16 bowheads in all, and nine 
took nothing. The supply steamer 
Jeannie succeeded in reaching Her- 
schel Isiand with supplies for the four 
wintered steamers, exchanged crews, 
ard took on board from them 130 
heads of whalebone weighing about 
200,000 pounds The seven steamers 
now wintering at this island kept on 
board their later catch of about 96 
heads of whalebone, estimated at 
about_160,000 pounds, 
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Among the most extraordinary 
catches during the season, were the 


*‘Narwhal,’”’ 48 whales; Balena, 43 
whales ; Grampus, $2 whales; New- 
ort, 30 whales; Orca, 26 whales; 
arluk, 20 whales ; Beluga, 18 whales; 
aod Belvedere 17 whales. 

The total catch of bowheads by the 
entire fleet was 294, as against 214% 
in 1892, 

There were ten vessels in Ochotsk 
sea and Bristol bay, of which eight 
took 16 whales and two returned 
clean. 

Preparations are being made to tow 
some of the sailing vessels eastward 
to the whaling grounds referred to, but 
there is some uncertainty about this 
being accomplished, and in fact it 
may prove very difficult for the 
steamers themselves to reach those 
grounds, owing to heavy ice which 
they are likely to encounter, possibly 
much heavier than that met with the 
past season. 

But one whaler was lost, the bark 
Sea Ranger, of this port, on May 26, 
at Kyak Island, on Kodiae, havin 
captured one whale, The officers an 
crew were all suved. 

Owing to the great changes in the 
grounds only about ten sailing ves- 
sels will go to the arctic this year. 
Three steamers will be added to the 
fleet, Three vessels belonging to this 
port have been sent to other grounds, 
to return home the present year, and 
10 vessels at San Francisco have been 
withdrawn and are for sale, 

The number of vesseis engaged in 
the business Jan. 1, 1894, was 90, with 
a tonnage of 20,107, against 95, with a 
tonnage of 21,165, January 1, 1893. 

There are 13 vessels now lying up in 
eastern ports having a tonnage of 
2,739, against 18 vessels and 3,675 ton- 
nage at the same time in 1893. Of 
these six will probably be fitted out, 
and fuur with an aggregate tonnage 
of 1.104 will probably never be fitted. 

The quantity of sperm oil pur. 
chased by refiners during 1893 
reached 11,298 barrels, against 12,161 
barrels the previous year, and there 
was exported 1,165 barrels, against 
1,787 barrels in 1892, 

The year opened at 77 cents per gal- 
lon, being an advance of 7 cents on 
sales in the previous month; ad- 
vanced to 83 cents before the close of 

Janu :ry and to 90 cents in February, 
and to 92% cents in March, which was 
the highest point reached, the stocks 
becoming reduced to about 800 bar- 
rels, the smallest quantity for many 
years. No sales were made in 
April, but in ~~ the price 
had declined to 75 cents for 
prime quality, with sales aggregat- 
ing 1,900 barrels. The market re- 
mained rather quiet until September 
(asmall quautity being sold in July 
at 68 cents), the price having declined 
to 66 cents. In October the price 
further declined to 63 cents, and in 
December to 62% cents, at which the 
year closed 

So small a quantity of whale oil was 
sold dnring the year, and mostly on 
private terms, that we cannot give a 
review of the market. A sale was 
made in February of 575 barrels ele 
phant at 48 cents, and in April of 
1,100 do. Northern reported at 38% 
to 42% cents. 

Whalebone opened the year at $4 
for Arctic and $375 for northwest. 
The market was a declining one most 
of the year, Arcticselling in February 
at $3 50; in March at $3 25; April at 
$3, remaining quite steady until Octo 
ber, when the price touched $2, In 
November it had advanced to $2 85, 
and in December to #3; Northwest 
selling at $2 50, which were the prices 
at the close. About the entire stock 
of Arctic is held by one firm, the Pa- 
cific Whaling Company of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Refined spermacetti opened the year 
at 27 cents, advanced to 28 cents in 
Feb: uary, and to 29 cents in March 
and April, the highest point reached. 
In May and June it ruled at 27 cents, 
but declined to 26 cents in August; 
advanced again to 26 centsin Septem- 
ber, to 26% cents in October, 27 cents 
in November, and 28% cents in De- 
cember, at which the year closed.

White Lead. — Grinders and large 
buyers generally have retired from 
the market, probably because they 
find it difficult to dispose of stocks 
‘| already on hand. The result is seen 
ina brisk competition. Values are 
unsettled, and the output has been 
correspondingly curtailed. 

Dry Colors.—The volume of busi- 
ness under review has fallen consider- 
ably under that for last week. Manu- 
facturers seem to have supplied their 
wants, and are now pursuing a decid- 
ediy conservative policy. 

Mixed Paints.—The improvement 
in business which was noticeable a 
few weeks ago would seem to have 
come toanend, Manufacturers are 
not crowding the output, nor are the 
salesmen aiong the road reporting 
such a condition of affairs as tostim- 
ulate increased production.

Colza Oil. 
BY E, J. PARRY AND P, A, ESTOOURT, 


Colza oil, the oil expressed from the 
seeds of brassiea campestris, Brassica 
oleracea, and allied species, is one 
which is subjected to a vast amount 
of adulteration. Various other seed 
oils are used for this purpose, and, 
within certain limits, are exceedingly 
liable to escape detection inthe hands 
of the most skilful analyst. Varieties 
of petroleum oils are now being 
largely used for the same purpose, 
and these, of course, are far easier to 
detect and estimate. At one time the 
terms rape oil, colza oil, etc., were 
employed for oils obtained from dit- 
ferent species, and even to day the 
distinction between summer and win- 
ter oils is maintained by some. How 
ever, for Oustoms purposes, they are 
all classed under the name of “ rape 
oil,” so that the distinctions have ul- 
most become obsolete. During the 
past eighteen months we have from 
time to time obtained samples, about 
100 in all, from the most varied sources, 
both from London and provincial 
markets, and although this number 
is hardiy sufficient tou generalize on, 
we have never found any difference 
in avy of the figures between winter 
and summer rape oils. Schubler and 
Lefebvre have stated that winter oil 
possesses & lower gravity than sum- 
mer oil and give the following fig-

With but one or two exceptions the 
past week, in the general department 
of oils, was as quiet as any since the 
beginning of the year. The continued 
depression in lard caused not only 
another decline to occur in the price 
of its oil product, but also restricted 
its distribution to the smallest possi- 
ble consumptive requirements. In 
the market for cocoanut oil a better 
feeling obtains, with a higher range 
of values. Linseed oil is steady with 
cottonseed dull and featureless. The 
fish oils are dull to stagnation. Min- 
eral lubricants are freely inquired for 
on the basis of furmer quotations. 


Vegetable Olle. 


Linseed.—The stormy weather that 
has prevailed throughout the coun- 
try during the past week, has not 
been such as to improve the demand 
for oil. There is, however, more in- 
clination on the part of consumers to 
purchase for March, April and May 
delivery, but crushers are not dis- 
posed to sell at current rates, though 
some are inclined to book orders 
at 66c, which is above buyers’ 
views. Only small sales are being 
msde for prompt delivery at 650c 
for city, and at 49c for state 
and western oil, Rather more in- 
quiry is reported for varnish oil, 
with several sales reported at 50@ 
65c, as to make. The only items of 
interest have been the fire in two 
mills during the week, one located in 
the West and the otherin a near by 
city. Neither. however, has had a 
perceptible effect on the market, 
though considerable seed was de- 
stroyed in the latter mill. At the 
close it was reported that Western 
crushers had advanced their price to 


60c. 

Cotionseed, Crude,—Up to the close 
of the week the market ruled weak 
and dull, with only few transactions 
effected. The slight advance in lard, 
however, had a stimulating effect and 
at the close prices for oil were ashade 
firmer in ali positions and more in- 
clination was shown by buyers to 
raise their bids over 24c loose at mills.

DRUG REPORTER 
DRUG MARKET. 
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SaTuRpDaY Evenrna. Feb. 17, 1894. 

The market this week has been 
characterized by less activity than 
was prevailing when we presented 
our previous review. Buyers are still 
conservative, and for the time being 
are reluctant to assume any obliga- 
tions that might proveonerous. Con- 
sequently speculative transactions 
have been avoided and the consum- 
ing trade is ordering as their wants 
develop. Sellers, on the other hand, 
understanding the futility of urging 
goods beyond the present require- 
ments of the trade, are not attempting 
to force business, preferring to 
await a natural return to brisk- 
ness in the market. Neverthe- 
less, the orders that reached the vari- 
ous houses during the current week 
carried a fair volume of goods into 
channels of consumption and the gen- 
eral expression is one of hopefulness 
for the coming month. Owing to the 
comparative quietude existing since 
our last review of the situation, there 
has been no opportunity to adequate- 
ly test current values, and conse- 
quently we have but few changes to 
record. Opium displays a steady 
tendency, quinine continues strong 
and active, and menthol has further 
declined.

The naval stores industry is not a | old days. 


new industry, by any means, in either 
North or South Carolina. It is a his- 
torical fact, recorded, I think, by Gil- 
more Simms in his history of South 
Oarolina, that as early as 1760 the 
British Government required the two 
Carolinas to pay a tax on their pro- 


ductions of turpentine and tar. To 
corroborate the fact that the industry 
is not new Ican say from actual ex- 

perience that from the year 1866 to 
1880 I cut boxes every winter in 
Charleston (now Berkeley) and Oolle 

ton counties in South Carolina, and it 
was a very common thing, in both of 
these counties, to find old ‘‘fat light- 

wood”’ stumps in which could be 
traced very easily the old boxes of a 
century before. 

But to lay these bygone days aside 
and come to a more recent date, or, 
as we might say, the revival of the in- 
dustry in South Carolina: Sometime 
during the decade of 1840 Ool. Sam 
Palmer operated on what would now 
be considered a very small scale on 
his place on the Santee river; it was 
then considered a big business, 
About the same time Ool. B. Presaley 
Smith worked turpentine along the 
Santee canal, while a few others 
worked along the line of the South 
Oarolina railroad, which had not been 
very long completed. As already 
stated, the writer himself engaged in 
the business in 1866 and has concluded 
that it might be interesting to those

I saw the first cast iron hack- 
weight, the kind that is used to-day, 
in 1869. Previous to that time we 
made our hack weights by cutting off 
four or five pounds of an old cart tire, 
heating it and bending it around as 
compactly as possible, leaving a hole 
in the middle for the handle. Often 
a black gum with a large swell at the 
bottom was cut and dressed off, leav- 
ing the swell at the bottom, which 
was hollowed out and filled with lead. 
Our hacks of those days were what is 
known now as the “whole round.” 
The dip barrels were made on the 
farm, of pine staves and wooden 
hoops. 

The greatest improvements, how- 

ever, have been made in distilling and 
straining the rosin, Until about 1877 
the grades of rosin were not lettered, 
as they are now, but were known as 
Nos. 3, 2, 1, extra 1, extra 2, pale, 
extra pale, low pale and window 
glass. It was seldom that any 
window glass was made. Up 
to about 1869 those of the operators 
who attempted to make any 
of the finer grades of rosin strained 
it through blankets, using from one 
tojtwo pairaday. But this proving 
very expensive, coarse yellow home- 
spun was adopted in its place, and 
was used until 1871, when the cotton 
batting of to-day was tried and found 
to be a success. 

About that time (1871) the writer 
was running astill fora firm at Ridge- 
ville,8.C. It was ——— by some 
one that cotton would bea good thing 
to strain through.

These haj 
wings extending up the tree unde 
the hacking, by which the turpenting 
was conveyed into the bucket, After 
about six “‘streaks’’ were put on, thy 
bucket and wings were moved further 
up the tree.

In those days negroes used to chip 
12,000 to 15,000 boxes, and dip fron 
four to six barrels of turpentines 
day.

Oilseeds—An English View. 


Next to oils themselves, from which 
they ‘ake their name, oilseeds play 
animportant part among the many 
articles of commerce that come to 
this country, and the trade in them 
now is far more extensive than it was 
years ago. Oottonseed, for instance, 
which was hardly recognized as 4 
staple commodity before the out- 
break of the 4merican Oivil War in 
1860-61, afterwards became in great 
repute when it was discovered that 
an oil of exquisite quality could be 
extracted from it, and applied to pur- 
poses unknown to a foimer genera 
tion of manufacturers and consumers, 
Indeed, there was a time when cot: 
tonseed was thought to be entirely 
valueless and useless, and it was only 
when the cotton fleldsin the South 
American States were left unculti- 
vated through the exigencies of the 
internecine strife, and when the veg- 
etable fiters of that class was no long- 
er at the unlimited service of the 
Lancashire cotton-spinners that atten- 
tion was directed to the East Indies, 
Egypt, and other countries for the 
supplies of the raw material. Then 
cotton began to be grown in pro- 
digious abundance, and the seed that 
came with it created a difficulty as to 
how it should be got rid of, and 
what use it should be put; for at first 
cottonseed was looked upon as little 
better than a kind of refuse, and com: 
paratively worthless as an item of 
consumption or importation, Pres- 
ently, however, one by one its val: 
uable properties were brought to 
light, these seeds of cotton being 
found tocentain oil of a superior 
character, which was expressed ia 
such copious quantities that both as 
an edible and a lubricator it was pro’ 
nounced to be as good as, if not bet: 
ter than, anything that had beea 
tried in the same way before, and its 
reputation as a valuable acquisition 
to the various industries of the 4g@ 
was speedily placed beyond dispus 

As an oil for lubricating machinery, 
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ypsoon took the place of others that 
hitherto stood unrivalled ; and as 
gsubstance that could be used with 
ty and advantage in the produc- 
5 and manipulation of different 
riptions of food, it quickly 
prove to be invaluable. From being 
pted to the modern requirements 
of ths home trade in oils and manu- 
tures, it afterwards grew in favor 
with traders and producers in foreign 
gontries, and a considerable trafic 
was opened for its exportation to the 
Gontinent of Europe, the Mediter- 
ranean, and more distant parts of 
the globe. Asasubstitute for other 
olis, cotton oil has turned out to 
pe very useful as well as economical 
and cheap, and by sharpening the 
competion with linseed, rape, and 
cimilar oils, it has often been the 
means of keeping quotations in the 
various markets from rising too = 
or too rapidly. Cottonseed. the 
undwork of all this success, re- 
ceived a fresh : timlus to the demand 
jast year when the serious falling-off 
jn the supply of hogs in America 
caused a brisk inquiry to spring up 
for cotton oil, to be employed there 
and converted into a substitute for 
jard, which was fast getting 
extremely scarce and dear; and 
when it is further mentioned 
that cottonseed cake was strong 
requisitioned as an_ addition 
to cattle feed, to make up for the 
alarming failure of the English hay 
crop in consequence of the protracted 
drought, it will be at once perceived 
bow indispensable an adjunct cotton- 
geed has become to the oil and ailied 
trades at large. Prices which in Jan 
uary last ruled at £5 16e@6 per ton, 
rose to nearly £8 by the end of Sep- 
tember, and, stocks having been ma- 
terjally reduced, the value is not 
likely to return to the lowest rates of 
1893. 


Equally interesting, if only because 
much longer established, has also 
been the trade in linseed, and the total 
imports into London during the past 
vear comprised 666,000 qrs., against 
768,000 ars in 1892. The excessive 
dryness of last summer likewise help- 
ed the sale of linseed cake for stock 
feeding. and the ceed itself naturally 
advanced in price. Scanty arrivals 
and threatened injury to the crop in 
India early in 1893 combined to send 
the value of Calcutta on the spot from 
4ig at the commencement to 47s in 
March, but the shipments hither sub- 
sequently increased in a remarkable 
manner, and the depression which en- 
gued was so severe that within the 
short period of two months the cur 
rent quotation fell to 388 6d, the lowest 
= ofthe year. Since May there 

as been a gradual rise, and 403 6d is 
now the nearest value, East India 
rape is another sort of seed that fills a 
wide ae in the general importa- 
tion of oilseeds, and having been 
offered at astonishingly low rates— 
receding until in Decem. er last they 
were $48 and 33s for brown Calcutta, 
in contrast with about 36s in 1892, and 
428 6d per 416 tbs in 1891—has been 
dealt in largely; but as Ravison and 
Jamba growth have been forwarded 
to the United Kingdom, as substitu- 
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tes, at tempting prices, the results to 
importers of the original article have 
been disappointing in a more than 
ordinary degree. -

514,125, Processof Making Caustic 
Alkali and Lead Chlorid. Filed 
Aug. 28, 1893. Issued Feb, 6, 1894, 

OClaim.—1. The herein described 
process of forming caustic alkali and 
chlorid of lead from an alkaline 
chloride and oxide of lead, which pro- 
cess consists in first forming an alka- 
line nitrate by the double decom- 
position of nitrate of lead and 
an alkaline’ chloride, and then 
decomposing the alkaline nitrate thus 
formed while in admixture with fer- 
ric oxide in sufficient proportion to 
maintain the porosity of the mass by 
subjecting the mass to the action of 
heated air and steam at a tempera- 
ture sufficient to convert the whole of 
the base of the alkaline nitrate into a 
ferrite of the alkali with the evolution 
of nitrous fumes, substantially as 
specified. 

2. The herein described process of 
forming caustic alkali and chloride of 
lead from an alkaline chloride and 
oxide of lead and of recovering the 
nitric acid used asa vehicle for the
